10 questions:
11 First:  "Do you want to register to vote or transfer your voter
12 registration?"
13 If the applicant chooses to register or transfer a registration,
14 the agent shall ((state)) ask the following:
15 (("I would like to remind you that you must be)) Second:  "Are you
16 a United States citizen and at least eighteen years of age ((in order
17 to vote.))?"
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 1 If the applicant responds in the affirmative the agent shall then
 2 provide the applicant with a voter registration form and instructions
 3 and shall record that the applicant has requested to register to vote
 4 or transfer a voter registration.
